Dairy  farmers  will  receive  a  uniform  price  of  $3# 
of  Grade  A  milk  to  handlers  under  the  South  Bend-LaPorte,,  Iddlan^. flfiTk  order. 
The  uniform  price  is  based  upon  a  butterfat  test  of  3.^>  'pegggnt  and  will  be 
adjusted  by  a  differential  of  7*1  ’.cents  for  each  one- taft^ffper cent  that  tests 
vary  above  or  below  the  3*5  percent  standard.  This  minimum  price  is  subject 
to  a  three  cent  per  hundredweight  marketing  service  deduction,  together  with 
the  standard  hauling  charge  and  the  three  percent  transportation  tax  on  hauling. 

PRODUCER  RECEIPTS 

Dairy  production  showed  an  increase  of  3.27  percent  on  a  daily  basis  over 
December  of  1957,  but  is  7.05  percent  less  than  January  a  year  ago.  Accurate 
comparisons  cannot  be  made  with  the  statistics  of  January  1957,  because  there 
are  not  the  same  number  of  handlers  in  1958  as  there  were  in  January  1957. 
Average  daily  herd  production  went  up  13  pounds  per  producer  over  December 
of  1957,  which  is  an  increase  of  2.6  percent.

CLASS  I  SALES 


Class  I  sales  show  an  increase  of  5*5  percent  on  a  daily  basis  over  December 
1957.  This  is  a  normal  increase  that  usually  occurs  after  the  holiday  season. 
Seasonally,  the  Class  I  sales  should  not  change  much  from  now  until  summer 
vacation  time.  The  fortified  skim  products  seem  to  be  increasing  every 
month  in  sales,  and,  compared  to  last  January,  they  are  82  percent  higher. 
January  1958  shows  an  increase  over  December  1957  of  lU  percent. 

BASE  REGULATIONS 


A  current  count  of  producers  that  have  requested  new  producer  status  shows  that 
there  have  been  160  out  of  99h,  or  16  percent,  that  have  taken  this  option. 

This  is  by  far  the  largest  percent  that  has  requested  new  producer  status 
since  the  base-excess  plan  was  inaugurated  in  1955.  Other  years  the  total 
number  of  producers  asking  to  relinquish  their  base  have  been  between  fifty 
and  sixty.  Producer  bases  will  be  sent  to  all  producers  approximately  around 
the  first  of  March. 

CLASS  PRICES  FOR  FEBRUARY 


The  Class  I  price  for  February  will  be  $U.053  per  hundredweight  for  3.5  per¬ 
cent  milk  and  $3,833  per  hundredweight  for  Class  II.  This  is  only  1.3  cents 
less  than  the  January  Class  I  price  and  is  the  result  of  a  decrease  in  the 
manufacturing  plants  paying  price.
